The completed census returns 
show that despite the trade de- 
pression that struck the country 
in 1913, the four years’ war which 
followed, and the lack of immigra- 
tion effort since the war, the popu- 
lation of Canada has made a very 
satisfactory growth in the last ten 
years, The total is now, given as 
8,769,489, a gain of one and a half 
millions since 1911. At the rates 
of birth and death prevailing from 
1911 to 1915, the natural increase 
would account for 576,000, show- 
ing that approximately a million 
people have come into Canada 
from other countries to reside dur- 
ing the ten year period, an aver- 
age of one hundred thousand per 
year.
